Dr. MacLean to become 
ACS President tonight 


L loyd D. MacLean, MD, FACS, 
of Montreal, PQ, will be in¬ 
stalled as the 74th President 
of the American College of 
Surgeons (ACS) tonight during Con¬ 
vocation ceremonies that conclude the 
College’s annual Clinical Congress. A 
general surgeon, Dr. MacLean is se¬ 
nior surgeon at the Royal Victoria Hos¬ 
pital, and professor, department of 
surgery, at McGill University. 

Dr. MacLean earned a medical de¬ 
gree from the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, AB, in 1949, and served a 
rotating internship at the University of 
Alberta Hospital from 1949 to 1950 and 
a surgical internship from 1950 to 1951 
at the University of Minnesota Hospi¬ 
tals (Minneapolis). He served his resi¬ 
dency in surgery at the University of 
Minnesota Hospitals from 1951 to 1956, 
and earned a PhD in surgery and physi¬ 
ology from the University of Minne¬ 
sota in 1957. 

From 1956 to 1958, Dr. MacLean 
served as instructor in the department 
of surgery at the University of Minne¬ 
sota; from 1958 to 1959 as assistant 
professor; and from 1959 to 1962 as 
associate professor. From 1962 to the 


present, Dr. MacLean has served as 
professor of surgery at McGill Univer¬ 
sity, Montreal, and from 1987 to 1993 
was the Edward W. Archibald Profes¬ 
sor in the department of surgery. 

Dr. MacLean was named surgeon- 
in-chief at Ancker Hospital, which is 
now the St. Paul-Ramsey County Hos¬ 
pital, St. Paul, MN, from 1957 to 1962. 
From 1962 to 1988, he served as sur¬ 
geon-in-chief at Royal Victoria Hospi¬ 
tal, Montreal, and assumed his current 
position as surgeon at Royal Victoria 
Hospital in 1989. 

Since becoming a Fellow of the ACS 
in 1959, Dr. MacLean has served the 
College in various capacities, includ¬ 
ing Secretary in 1981, member of the 
Board of Regents from 1983 to 1992, 
Chairman of the Program Committee, 
and a member of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Franklin H. Martin Memo¬ 
rial Foundation from 1984 to 1989. 

Dr. MacLean has been awarded mem¬ 
bership in 24 academic, regional, na¬ 
tional, and international medical 
associations and societies, and he has 
held leadership positions for many of 
these groups. He was second vice-presi¬ 
dent of the American Surgical Associa¬

tion (1983), and the president of the 
Central Surgical Association (1982- 
1983), the International Surgical Group 
(1989-1990), the James IV Association 
ofSurgeons(1990-1991),and theAmeri- 
can Surgical Society (1992-1993). A 
former Markle Scholar in Medical Sci¬ 
ences, Dr. MacLean is also an honor-

Eternal verities and core values topic of ethics lecture 


n the murky unclear arena 
of ethical decisions, all sur¬ 
geons must maintain their 
moral compass—their ethi¬ 
cal talisman—to lead them ever on the 
course of what is best for their patients. 
A lack of ethics can blight the sacred 
relationship that exists between sur¬ 
geon and patient,” LaSalle D. Leffall, 
Jr., MD, FACS, said at yesterday 
morning’s Ethics and Philosophy Lec¬ 
ture, “Medical Ethics inToday’s Society.” 

Dr. Leffall is the Charles R. Drew 
Professor and chairman in the depart¬ 
ment of surgery at Howard University 
Hospital, Washington, DC. 

Dr. Leffall told the audience that as 
new national health policy is formed 
and the topic of rationing is explored, 
ethical issues will be of primary impor¬ 
tance. “As surgeons,” Dr. Leffall said, 


“we must have the courage to make the 
hard ethical decisions that will posi¬ 
tively affect our patients’ lives.” He then 
discussed the various views on the topic 
of ethics espoused by such writers as 
Edmund Pellegrino and Sissela Bok 
(medical ethicists), and Paul Tillich 
and Howard Thurman (theologians). 
Each of these writers addresses a dif¬ 
ferent facet of ethical or spiritual disci¬ 
pline and decision making. 

Dr. Leffall charged the audience to 
“demonstrate an intellectual suppleness” 
that would permit them to include dif¬ 
ferent views in making ethical deci¬ 
sions. 

Dr. Leffall discussed the rewards of 
rigorous ethical discipline: “In the thrust 
and parry of mental engagement that 
takes place often when ethical deci¬ 
sions are being made, those surgeons 


whose actions are guided by high ethi¬ 
cal and moral principles usually win 
their case—not with invective but with 
reason, not with bombast but with elo¬ 
quence, and not with specious argu¬ 
ment but with sound judgment.” 

Dr. Leffall urged the surgeons to re¬ 
member, when dealing with today’s 
vexing health care issues, the principles 


of quality and ethical practice upon 
which the American College of Sur¬ 
geons was founded. For example, he 
said, despite the advantages of univer¬ 
sal coverage in the some health plans, 
if poor and disabled people are treated 
unfairly, the plan is unacceptable mor¬ 
ally and ethically. He also told the sur-

ary fellow of the Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons in Edinburgh. 

Throughout his career, Dr. MacLean 
has held visiting professorships at nearly 
50 medical institutions in the United 
States and abroad, most recently with 
Tohoku University, Sendai, Japan. He 
has been awarded honorary doctor of 
science degrees by the University of 
Alberta (1989) and McGill University 
(1990). Dr. MacLean has served on the 
editorial boards of several medical jour¬ 
nals, including the Canadian Journal 
of Surgery and the Annals of Surgery, in 
addition to authoring and coauthoring 
over 300 scientific and medical publi¬ 
cations. 

Dr. MacLean and his wife Eleanor 
have five children: Hugh, Charles, Ian, 
James, and Martha.

are Isidore Cohn, Jr., MD, FACS, New 
Orleans, LA, as First Vice-President, 
and Richard L. Rovit, MD, FACS, New 
York, NY, as Second Vice-President. 

Dr. Cohn is professor of surgery at 
the Louisiana State University School 
of Medicine, New Orleans, LA. He has 
served on the Board of Governors’ 
Executive Committee and was Chair¬ 
man 1990-1991. 

Dr. Rovit is professor of neurosurgery 
at New York Medical College, Valhalla, 
NY, and chairman emeritus of neuro¬ 
logical surgery at St. Vincent’s Hospi¬ 
tal and Medical Centers, New York, 
NY. He has served on the College’s 
Program Committee, Advisory Coun¬ 
cil for Neurosurgery, Credentials Com¬ 
mittee (NY), Graduate Education 
Committee, and the Regental Commit¬ 
tee on Professional Liability.

geons that when a sacrifice is to be 
made, a true professional will “efface 
his or her own self-interest.” 

Finally, Dr. Leffall discussed the im¬ 
portance of internalizing ethical values 
and discipline, “For high ethical prin¬ 
ciples annealed in a surgical crucible of 


honor serve as moral beacons for us. 
Words are often incapable of express¬ 
ing the real meaning of ethical con¬ 
cepts with certainty because each has a 
penumbra of uncertainty. More often 
than not, these high principles are re¬ 
splendent in their elegant simplicity.”

The awarding of Honorary Fellow¬ 
ships during the Convocation is one 
of the highlights of the Clinical Con¬ 
gress. Fellowship in the ACS is 
awarded during the ceremonies to 
surgeons whose education and train¬ 
ing, professional qualifications, sur¬ 
gical competence, and ethical conduct 
have passed a rigorous evaluation 
and have been found to be consistent 


with the high standards established 
and demanded by the College. This 
year, nearly 1,600 surgeons from 
around the world will be admitted 
into Fellowship during the Convoca¬ 
tion ceremonies. The ACS now has 
over 52,000 members, and it is the 
largest organization of surgeons in 
the world. 

The first Honorary Fellowship in the 
College was awarded to Sir Rickman 
Godlee, president of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, who received the honor 
during the College’s first Convocation 
in 1913. Since then, 342 internationally 
prominent surgeons, including the four 
chosen this year, have been named 
Honorary Fellows of the College. 


Congress Chronicle 


FACS marked as a leader 

T he 37th Clinical Congress took place in San Francisco in November 1951. Dr. 

Paul B. Magnuson of Washington, DC, delivered the sixth Martin Memorial 
Lecture during the meeting. Dr. Magnuson stated that “this College represents 
the devotion of the surgical profession of America to the ideals of medicine.... We 
can be proud of the fact that in less than 40 years, this College has numbered in 
its membership the outstanding men of the surgical profession, who have unself¬ 
ishly devoted endless time and effort to improvement of the care of the sick and 
improvement of hospital standards..." 

In describing the benefits of becoming a Fellow, Dr. Magnuson noted that “A 
Fellow of the American College of Surgeons is marked as a leader....If we are going 
to show the people of this country that we are entitled to the leadership we have 
assumed, then we will have to prove it by our individual conduct, and put as a 
secondary consideration what we get in the way of benefit through Fellowship....” 

W. French Anderson, MD, will present the 1993 Martin Memorial Lecture this 
afternoon at 3:15 pm in Room 134 of Moscone Center. The title of Dr. Anderson’s 
presentation is “Human Gene Therapy.”
